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MOVE TO ABOLISH 
DEATH PENALTY 
IN MASSACHUSETTS 
Initiative Petition Presented to 
Make Life Term Maximum 
Punishment. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
BOSTON, Sept. 20.—An initiative 


petition in preliminary form ‘was 
filed with the Attorney-General’s 
office yesterday to make first de- 
gree murder punishable by life 
imprisonment, rather than by 
death. 

The petition must first be certi- 


fied as to form by the Attorney- 
General of Massachusetts. Then it 
goes to the Secretary of State, and 
if the proponents submit 20,000 
signatures it becomes a bill which 
goes before the Legislature. 

If it is killed in the Legistature 
and the proponents can obtain 
5000 more signatures, the question 
goes On the ballot.

A 
ceremony in which a representa- 
tive of Mayor Miller and St. Louis 
union leaders will participate. will 
precede the placing of the label on 
the Grand boulevard wall of ihe 
building.

S. MANNING, 
BIG DOPE PEDDLER 
ARRESTED IN RAD 


More Than 10,000 Pre- 
scriptions for Narcotics 
Written by Physician, 64, 
Seized. 


ADDICTS CONTINUE 
TO COME TO OFFICE

Federal Warrant 
After Months of Surveil- 
lance for Man Thrice Con- 
victed in U. S. Court. 


Dr. Thomas S. Manning, notori- 
ous as the “big dope peddler,” and 
described by a Government prose- 
cutor as the “greatest contributor 
to delinquency in the history of St. 
Louis,” was arrested again today. 


Three times he has been con- 
victed in Federal Court here of 
wholesale dealings with drug ad- 
dicts, and each time he has been 
freed through decisions by the 
United States Court of Appeals. 
He is now 64 years old, and is re- 
puted to have made a fortune seil- 
ing prescriptions for narcotics to 
addicts. , 

His office at 1106 North Van- 
deventer avenue, where he lives 
was. raided at 8:30 o’cldck 
morning by Chief Narcotic Inspec- 
tor Thompson, Agents Waldron. 
Sheets and Walsh and Chief Agent 
Forrer from Kansas City. The 
raiders reported finding Dr. Man- 
ning in the act of writing a pre- 
scription for an addict. 

Thousands of Prescriptior -. 

At the Finney Avenue Pharma- 
cy, northeast corner of Vandeven- 
ter and Finney avenue, the nar- 
cotic sgents seized approximately 
10,900 prescriptions for narcotics 
written by Dr. Manning for ad- 
dicts and filled there within the 
last six months. 

This seizure followed a 
the Missouri Pharmacy, 1041 
North Vandeventer avenue, where 
the narcotic agents seized 487 pre- 
s.riptions for narcotics written by 
Dr. Manning, each for 10 to 40 
grains of morphine and cocaine. 

Not Knowing Dr. Manning had 
been arrested, a stream of pitiful 
addicts continued to pour into his 
office. Within an hour 30 had ap- 
peared. They were taken to ‘he 
ederal Building, as was Dr. Man- 
ning. 

Warrant on Four Prescriptions. 

A warrant was issued, charging 
Dr. Manning with violating the 
Harrison anti-narcotic act by writ- 
ing prescriptions, at $2 each, for 
one Ella Rush on Friday. Satur- 
day, Sunday and yesterday. Each 
of the first three was for 30 grains 
of cocaine and morphine, and the 
fourth for 40 grains. 

Dr. Manning was released on 
$3000 bond, and will have a hear- 
ing before Commissioner Atkins, 
Oct. 14. He denied violating the 
law. 

Dr. Manning, when accused of 
supplying the cravings of addicts 
through mercenary motives, de- 
fends himself as the inventor of a 
drug cure, who gives his patients 
drugs in gradually lessening 
amounts to cure them of the habit. 
To that the narcotic agents retort 
that his patients are all permanent 
ones, never cured. 

At his first trial in 1917, Dr. Man. 
ning was acquitted. Tried again 
in 1920, he was convict.d and sen- 
tenced to two years in prison, but 
escaped on a technicality when the 
Court of Appeals held that the con- 
viction was wrongful! because the 
charge was so similar to the one 
on which he had been acquitted 
that it amounted to double jeopar- 
dy. George F. Cucchi, the druggist 
who filled Dr. Manning’s prescrip- 
tions, was convicted and served 
three months in jail. 

Escapes Again on Technicality. 

A year later Dr. Manning was 
“caught with the goods” and sen- 
tenced to 15 years in prison. Again 
he escaped ou a technicality,. the 
‘Court of Appeals holding the trial 
Judge erred in admitting “remote 
testimony concerning Manning’. 
violation of a local option liquor 
law in 1897. 

At his third conviction, in June. 
1924. Dr. Manning was sentenced 
to 10 years in prison and fined 
$6000. This time he went to pris- 
on and stayed more than two 
years. He had been’charged with 
aiding and abetting Charles V. 
Eckert, a druggist, in dispensing

drugs to addicts “with the pur-— 


pose of satisfying the depraved ap- 


petites of the addicts and not as a 


medicine.” 


While in prison. he sued for a) 
writ of habeas corpus, contending | 


that as Echet had been freed of 
a charge of violating the Harfison 
antinarcotic law, he. Manning, was 
guilty of no offense in aiding &ck- 
ert. The Court of Appeals sus- 
tained this contention, and Dr. 
Manning was released from Leav- 
enworth penitentiary last Sept. 39, 
when he returned to St. Lonis,

FROM TWO BANK MESSENGERS 


Cicero (Ill.) Depository Loses Also 
$20,000 in Bonds and $56,000 
in Checks in Holdup.

CHICAGO, Sept. 20.—Two mes- 
sengers of the First National Bank 
of Cicero were held up by six men 
armed with shotguns today and 
robbed of $20,000 in negotiable 
bonds, $19,000 in small bills and 
$56,000 in checks which they were 
taking to another bank. 

The robbery occurred under a 
dark viaduct. While three of the 
robbers gathered up the loot, two 
others stood at the entrance to the 
viaduct, telling motorists an accli- 
dent had occurred and directing 
them to detour.

GASHIER KILLED 
SELF BELIEVING 
BANK MUST FALL 


J. P. Biggs of Arrow Rock, 
Mo., Left Explanation 
Found Today When Time 
Lock on Safe Opens. 


NOTE DENIES ANY 
INTENT TO DEFRAUD 


Statement Exonerates Offi- 
cers and Directors of 


Blame for Depository’s 
Condition.

ARROW ROCK, Mo., Sept. 20.— 


“God only knows I have trieqd my 
best to keep the bank from fail- 
ing.” 

This was the farewell message 
of J. Paul Biggs, cashier of the 
Arrow Rock Stock Bank, taken 
from the bank’s vault after a time 
lock opened today. Biggs shot and 
killed !:imself in the bank yester- 
day, and left a note saying that 
the vault contained his letter of 
explanation. 

Bank examiners of the State 
Finance Department, who took 
charge of the institution this morn- 


ing, entered the vault when the 
time lock opened at 9 a. m., and 
found the letter, which was ad- 
dressed to the State Finance De- 
partment. It read: 

The directors of the Arrow 
Rock Stock Bank are in no way 
to blame for the condition of 
this bank. They have tried to 
do the best they could, but have 
never known the true condition. 
The bank has been gradually 
failing for the past five years. 
No charge or credit anywhere 
has been made with the inten- 
tion to defraud, but to keep the 
bank going. God only knows I 
have tried my best to keep it 
from failing, but with depression 
and loss of money by makers of 
some of the notes, it was beyond 
me to do anything. 

Every note is bona fide, and 
no one ever signed a note here 
except he got credit and value 
received for it. Lois Case (as- 
sistant cashier) is as blameless 
in connection with the bank as 
if she had never seen the bank. 
Two other letters left by Biggs 
were found in the vault. One was 
to his wife and daughter. the lat- 

ter 23 years old. The other was 
to the directors of the bank. M. 
S. McGuire, vice president, after 
reading the letter to the directors. 
said it was written in August, and 
said the chief difficulty was from 
“frozen” loans. McGuire would 
give no further details, but it was 
learned that the bank’s “live” 
notes were used as collateral for 
loans from other banks, amount- 
ing to about $35,000. 

Ends Life When Loan Is Refused. 

The suicide of Biggs, it devel- 
oped today, took place a few min- 
utes after he had received a fina! 
refusal. in a telephone message, of 
a $5000 loan he had sought to get 
from the Wood & Huston Bank in 
Marshall. F. C. Barnhill, cash- 
sr of the Marshall bank, sald the 
directors had recently decided not 
to lend more money to the Arrow 
Rock bank. Biggs asked Barnhill 
to call a special meeting of the di- 
rectors to reconsider the matter. 
The directors met yesterday and 
reaffirmed their previous decision, 
and Barnhill so notified Biggs. 
Biggs shot himself with a pistol 
kept at the bank as a defense 
against robbers. 

Biggs. who was 50 years old, 
was Mayor of Arrow Rock,~clerk 
of the school and road districts. 
and } ost. with Mrs. Biggs as host- 
ess, of the historic Arrow Rock 
Tavern, which was still in opera- 
tion as a resort for automobile 
tourists. His funeral services will 
be held at the old tavern tomor- 
row morning. with burial in La- 
Mine Cemetery. 

Frank P. Morris, president of 
the bank. who is Biggs’ brother-in- 
law. said, before the farewell tet- 
ter was made public, that he was 

confident no wrongfui act had been 
committed, but that Biggs had been 
worried over slow ioans. It is now 
said that there had been a slow 
run on the bank for several days. 
and that the ormal deposits. 
amounting to a t $100,000, had 
been reduced greatly. 

Morris said he had favored cilos- 
ing the bank two months ago, and 
letting the stockholders take the 
loss, but that Biggs had objected. 
and had expressed the hope that 
the bank could pull through. e 
bank had $15,000 capital and $15,- 
000 surplus. 

Deputy Finance Commissioner 
George Freund of Warsaw is in 
charge of the bank, and an exam- 
ination of several days may be 
necessary before the extent of loss 


is known. 


Will Sever Banking Con- 
nections to Tackle Cool- 
idge Ad minis tration’s 
Troublesome Problem. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.— 


Dwight W. Morrow, the New York 
banker, has been relected by Pres- 


ident Coolidge to be Ambassador 
to Mexico. 

The prospective Ambassador, 
who will retire as a business part- 
ner of J. P. Morgan to accept the 
appointment, has long been a per- 
sonal friend of the President. The 
choice was made by Mr. Coolidge 
personally, and there were indica- 
tions that in his determination to 
seek the aid of his friend in the 
tangled and delicate Mexican prob. 
lem the President consulted only 
a few associates. 

A Most Troublesome Problem. 

Upon Morrow will fall the task 
of piecing over an international re- 
lationship worn thin by months of 
controversy. It is no secret’ that 
Mr. Coolidge has come to egard 
the question of Mexico as one of 
the most troublesome problems of 
his administration and his friends 
believe it is his hope to enlist every 
personal aid at his disposal to put 
Mexican-American relations on a 
Stable basis before he leaves the 
White House. 

In the opinion of the President, 
the major difficulty with Mexico 
hinges on a direct issue whether 
American property in that country 
is to be confiscated under the new 
Mexican land and oil laws. To this 
question he feels that Morrow is 
no stranger. Morrow is a lawyer, 
learned in the rights of property 
owners, and he has been for 13 
years one of the partners in the 
international banking house of J. 
P. Morgan & Co. 

With Congress out of session 
Morrow's selection becomes effec- 
tive at his own pleasure, although. 
if he continues in office, Senate 
confirmation will be ultimately 
necessary. 

The Washington Government has 
‘Obtained the Mexican Government's 
sanction of the selection. The post 
has been vacant since Ambassador 
Sheffield resigned last July. 

On behalf of the President it 
was said that the White House waa 
much pleased that Morrow would 
make the sacrifices necessary in 
order for him to accept the post. 
Mr. Coolidge, it was said, regarded 
Morrow as wonderfully equipped 
to undertake the mission to Mex- 
ico, which the President regards 
as one of the most important in 
the diplomatic service. , 

Expected on Job Shortly. 

While the appointment has not 
yet been definitely put on the offi- 
cial records, it was said at the 
White House that Morrow is retir- 
ing immediately from his firm and 
is expected by Mr. Coolidge to as- 
sume his new post in a very short 
time. 

The ultimate effect of appoint- 
ment of an Ambassador of the 
Morrow type became at once today 
a subject of diplomatic conjecture. 
Like his successor, Ambassador 
Sheffield was a New Yorker and a 
lawyer, but there were plain indi- 
cations that in urging the Amer- 
ican case at Mexico City Sheffield 
favored a more drastic course than 
was countenanced by Washington. 

There is no hint that the Amer- 
ican Government is prepared to 
desist from its demand that Amer- 
ican property be protected. but be- 
hind that demand always stands 
the public declarations of Presi- 
dent Coolidge himself that the 
United States wants to be friends 
with Mexico, and will seek every 
practical means to that end. 

Besides the controversy over the 
Mexican land and oll laws, rela- 
tions between the two Governments 
are complicated by the ever-recur- 
rent attacks on the persons and 
property of Americans by outlaw 
groups in Mexico. ‘Washington has 
been urged for many quarters to 
take a more pronounced stand in 
regard to the enforcement of peace 
and order throughout the Southern 
republic—a course which might 
have far-reaching possibilities, in 
view of the approach of another 
Mexican presidential election. 

Situation Now at Deadlock. 

For several months the quarrel 
over the land and ol! laws has 
been at a virtual deadiock. In the 
closing days of 1926 the Washing- 
ton Government served notice that 
there must be no confiscation of 
American property. and official 
here indicated they would reserve 
complete freedom of action should 
confiscation ensue. Presumabty 
nothing construed by the American 
Government as actual confiscation 
has taken piace thus far. and the 
/American Government still is in 
the attitude of a hopeful but none 
too optimistic observer. 


Last April President Coolidge 


said in @ public speech that he 


had assurances no confiscation 
would be attempted. and more re- 
cently President Callies declared 
publicly that there had heen fo 
violation of American fights.

He Gets New Trial. 


Fortified with affidavits of Bir- 
ger gangsters now in prison, ab- 
solving her husband of complicity 
in the murder of Mayor Joe Adams 
of West City, Ill., fer which he is 
serving a life sent..ce, Mrs. Art 
Newman of East St. Louis has em- 
ployed new counsel to make these 
affidavits the tasis of a new trial 
for Newman, 

Mrs. Newman today said she has 
shown these affidavits to the At- 
torney-General of Illinois, who en- 
couraged her to seek a new trial, 
and she added that her husband, 
if granted a new trial and given an 
opportunity to talk. would tell of 
grafting public officials, who, she 
said Newman would tell, protected 
the Birger gang from arrest over 
a period of several years of or- 
ganized criminal operations. 

“Some of the officials who pro® 
tected Birger,”’ said Mrs. Newman, 
“are still in office. My husband. 
who is innocent of the crime of 
which he was convicted, knows 
how and what Birger paid for pro- 
tection. This ought to be brought 
out to prevent other gangs arising 
under this system of protection.” 

Affidavits Clear Newman. 

The affidavits which Mrs. New- 
man has obtained were made by 
Aiton D. Parker Brown, Ray Hy- 
land and Guy Roberts, convicts in 
the Southern Illinois Penitentiary 
at Menard. Brown was sentenced 
to 19 years for robbery and Hyland 
to life imprisonment for complicity 
in the murder of Mayor Adams. 
Brown. who was bartender at

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ON GANG PAYROLL’ MOTOR BUS LINES 


Through His Wife, Life oa Public Service Body, 


Purple Swan.

JEFFERSON CITY. Sept. 20.— 


No “rate wars” among motor bus 
lines will be permitted under the 
new motor bus regulatory law, the 
State sublic Service Commission 
declared in an order issued today, 


granting the Purple Swan Safety | 


Coach Lines, Inc., a permit of 
convenience and necessity to con- 
tinue cperation of its St. Louis- 
Kansas City busses over Federal 
Highway No. 40. 

Evidence taken on the com- 
pany’s application for the permit 
showed that it and competing lines 
on No. 40 had engaged in “rate 
wars” at intervals, the Commission 
stated, and at times had cut fares 
to a point where it was impossible 
to operate at the rates for more 
than a few days. 

“The applicant and other motor 
carriers have been indulging in 
practices that cannot be tolerated 
by this Commission,” the order 
stated. “All patrons are entitied 
to the same rates and the Commis- 
sion will expect the applicant and 
all other motor operators within 
the State to refrain from competi- 
tive rate cutting and will expect 
them to charge Only the rates of 
fare allowed and authorized by the 
Commission.” 

Commission Fixes Rates. 

Once the bus rates are estab- 
lished by Commission order, they 
can be changed only by applica- 
tion to the Commission and after 
hearings on the. reasonableness of 
the proposed changes. 

The permit is eyuivalent to a 
franchise for the company to op- 
erate its busses over No. 40, but 
the right to operate through Sst. 
Louis, Kansas City and several 
towns on the route has not been 
established fully. 

The City Counselors of St. Louis 
and Kansas City appeared at the 
hearing and stated the company 
had not first obtained permits for 
routes through those cities before 
making application to the commis- 
sion, as required by law. No per- 
mits to use the strects of the two 
cities have been issued. 

In granting the permit for use of 
the highway, the commission stated 
the status of the company in St. 
Louis and Kansas City was yet to 
be determined and the commission

16 Inches of Board. 


From the ring radiate rows on 
rows of seats. These are not chairs 
on the ground where the $40 elite 
are placed, ‘but merely 16 inches 
of marked-off and numbered board 
in the less desirable positions. 

In all, there are said to be 170,- 
950 of these seats, of which 42,000 
will be “ring-side.” The outer rim 
of these will not be able to hear 
announcements from the ring un- 
less a super-Joe Humphreys aided 
by loud speakers is on the job. 

Section 61, row 20, is the most 
distant from the ring and it costs 
$5 to occupy a seat in it. From this 
vantage the entire spectacle will 
unfold below and beyond, and with 
binoculars and a radio, plus a hot 
dog and some peanuts, one may 
spend an entertaining evening. 

Holders of $40 ringside seats 
will be pleased to learn that there 
are 137 rows extending southward 
from the ring and 104 to the north- 
ward. Ringsiders in the remote 
rows will have to establish tele- 
graphic relations to get in touch 
with the notables who will occupy 
row No. 1 of the ringside sections. 
These in turn are behind four rows 
of press seats with an aisle be- 
tween. 

The situation is practically the 
same as last year at the Sesqu! 
Stadium, except that the Soldier 
Field arrangements accommodate 
about 40,000 more persons. 

Walking from the main ¢ntrance 
through the narrow part: of the 
stadium to ring center occupied 
four minutes. There were no ob- 
stacles, no questions to ask and 
no delays. The walker “stepped 
out” in covering the distance. But 
on fight night, these lucky enough 
to be somewhere near the ring had 
better figure that the walk from 
the entrance to their seats will 
occupy anywhere from 15 min- 
utes up.

1 FOR YOUTHFUL ROBBER 


Brain Ailment That Caused 
Paul Buigett to Rob Bank 
Cured by Treatment.

OC ANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 20.— 


The correction of a brain ailment, 
which caused Paul Burgett, pop- 
ular young student at the Missouri 
Military Acadamy, to perpetrate 
daring single-handed robberies in 
Kansas City and other places four 
years ago, won Burgett a perma- 
nent parole yesterday from the 
Kaneas State Penitentiary. 

Bureett, now 25 years old, was 
serving a sentence of 10 to 21 
years for the robbery Sept. 13, 
1923, of the Quindaro State Bank 
in Kansas City, Kan. He pleaded 
guilty of the robbery before a 
judge in the Wyandotte County 
District Court. At the military 
schoo] he was known as a model 
student, made excellent grades and 
was a star on the feotball team. 
Burgett had been “in the’ peal- 
tentiary less than a year when rel- 
atives appealed to Gov. Davis for 
a parole so the youth might un- 
dergo treatment in a sanitarium 
for a head injury .which he had 
received when a child. Gov. Davis 
refused the first plea. for a parole. 
but later granted a temporary pa- 
role. : 

Youth Cured of Ailment. 
At the hearing yesterday in To- 
peka’' on the application for per- 
manent parole, the board received 
testimony that Burgett had been 
completely cured of the head ail- 


‘ment, which at times caused him 


to want to steal, especially in ex- 
treme hot weather when his con- 
dition became aggravated. 
Burgett’s cure, according to the 
physician who hag been attending 
him since he was allowed to leave 
the prison, has been brought about 
through a series of lumbar punc- 
tures to drain a fluid causing 
pressure on the brain. Some treat- 
ments were given at the _ prison, 
others at Grandview Sanitarium in 
Kansas City, Kan., and at the Bell 
Memorial Hospital. 

Burgett left the prison at 12:30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon ac- 
companied by his aunt, Mrs. Clar- 
ence E. Roth of Independence. 
Kan. He will make his home with 
Mr. and Mrs. Roth at Independa- 
wag’ Mp he has work. 

+ Burgett of Kansas City, 
Kan., is the young man’s father. x 
“My son received his injury 
when he was 6 years old while we 
were living at Monett, Mo.” Bur. 
gett said today. “Paul was climb- 
ing a *~-e when he sli: sed and fell. 
His foot was caught in a fork of 
the \tree and he hung helpless for 
some time. His foot finally slip- 
ped loose and he fell to the 
ground, falling on his head. After 
the accident, we noticed Paul act- 
ed queerly at times, especially in 
hot weather. When we learned of 
his connection with the robbery of 
the bank, we immediately attrib- 
uted it to a mental abnormality.” 

Robbed Bank by Ruse. 
Burgett entered the bank 
through a ruse before it had open- 
ed for the day’s business. He ap- 
peared at the door, and after it 
had been slightly opened by the 
bank president, said he was deliv- 
ering @ package from the Bankers’ 
Supply Co. He exhibited a -. 


Once inside, Burgett drew.a re- 
volver. He took-a flour sack from 
his pocket and forced Ff. S Moe- 
Gonigle, the. president, fo place 
the money in the sack while he 
held it. While the money was be- 
ing placed ‘in the Sacks, an em- 
ploye and two customers knocked 
at the front door. Burgett allow- 
ed them to enter. Then he locked 
the five persons in a vault, rode 
away on a motor cycle with $4410,

Some 
people think Moses would accept 
the vice presidential nomination, 
and this would be easier if a man 
frem California headed the ticket 
than with a man like Hughes from 
New York. Moses might fit into the 
picture with either Lowden or 
Dawes almost as well as with 
Hoover. 

All the big Republicans think 
whoever they nominate will have 
to run against Gov. Smith of New 
York. 

McBride Takes Up Fight. 

The Anti-Saloon crowd have &an 
entirely diferent view. F. Scott 
McBride, the general superintend- 
ent of the League who sits at 
Wayne B. Wheeler’s desk and is 
expected to succeed him perma- 
nently, has taken up the fight 
where Wheeler left off.

Pershing Recalls Old Bond. 


Gen. Pershing spoke of the long 
traditional triendship between 
France and the United States. 


“The friendship of France and 
our country,” he said, “has _ its 
roots in a history full of mutual 
help. There never has been any 
bargain between us, but there has 
been a wide sentiment and these 
feelings have twice been translated 
into deeds of vast importance. 
When Young Lafayette wrote that 
his heart had been enrolled, he had 
no idea but to join his colors, yet 
he expressed in romantic, boyish 
fashion an idea which stirred into 
action a hundred million people, 
more than a century later.” 
Pershing referred to the serious 
situation in the spring of 1918 
when severe losses were encoun- 
tered and the Allied lines had been 
forced back 40 miles. 

“It was my privilege at that mo- 
ment to go to Marshal Foch's 
headquarters and offer him the 
services of all the American troops 
then in France,” Pershing said. 
‘The crisis was grave and imme- 
diate action imperative. The Su- 
preme Council decided quickly that 
a Supreme Commander with fuil 
authority to direct the movements 
of the Allied armies was needed. 
Marshal Foch was selected unanim- 
ously for that position, and the 
co-operation of the Allied ermies 
under his direction was assured.” 


Mayor Walker Arrives. 

Mayor Walker of New York and 
Mrs. Walker arrived at the con- 
vention hall nearly an hour after 
the meeting had been called to 
order. 

Mayor Walker received a great 
ovation. He was not cn the pro- 
gram, but the delegates insisted so 
much and continued cheering so 
long that he was obliged to take 
the rostrum. “Forty-eight thrills 
I got yesterday, a thrill for every 
State that went by in that wonder- 
ful parade of yours,” he said. 

Walker spoke extemperaneously, 
but made a stirring address which 
time and again brought the dele- 
gates to their feet.

ARGENTINE DEPUTY URGES 
TAX RETALIATION AGAINST U. S. 


roposes 6 Per Cent Customs 
Duties on All Articles to Off- 
Set Meat Import Tariff.

BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 20.—A 
measure intended as a retaliation 
for the alleged high tariff imposed 
on the importation of meats frotn 
Argentina into the United States Is 
proposed by the Conservative Na- 
tional deputy, Daniel Amedeo Vi- 
dela, of Buenos Aires province. He 
has delivered to the Secretary of 
the Chamber a project increasing 
by 6 per cent customs duties on all 
articles from the United States. 

The project further provides 
that a special fund be formed wita 
the proceeds of the _ increas2d 
duties, which may be used exclu- 
sively to subsidize the exportation 
of Argentine meats to the United 
States, applying to this purpose an 
amount equal to the excess duties 
charged by the United States cus- 
toms.

PETITIONS CIRCULATED 


Indications That Hyde-for-Sen- 
ate Organization Is Active in 
Pushing Movement.

CARTHAGE, Mo., Sept. 20.—A 
vigorous and intensive campaign 
throughout the State to attempt to 
bring about a public demand 
among Republicans for Cleveland 
A. Newton, former St. Louis Con- 
gressman, to file for the Repub- 
lican homination for Governor, is 
under way. Petitions appealing to 
Newton as a matter of party neces- 
sity are being circulated here and 
in many other counties. 

The indications point to partici- 
pation by former Gov. Hyde in the 
Newton campaign, though on its 
face the movement started with H. 
L. Steinbeck, chairman of the Re- 
publican County Committee of 
Franklin County. The petition cir- 
culated here was received from 
Steinbeck, who sent copies of the 
petition to the Republican chair- 
man in each county. 

Indication of Hyde’s Interest. 

About the time the Jasper Coun- 
ty petition had been circulated 
generally in Carthage, Roy Monier, 
State Warehouse Inspector. under 
the Baker administration, and one 
of the Hyde organization, appeared 
in Carthage. He requested that 
the signed petition be sent to him 
and that he would present it to 
Newton in person. 

Monier’s activity would indicate 
,that Hyde is interested in bringing 
Newton into the campaign as a 
candidate, with the idea that New- 
ton’s candidacy would be helpful 
in St. Louis to Hyde, who expects 
to seek the nomination for the 
United States Senate. 

Hyde just now is not in very 
good political standing in St. Louis, 
due to his speech in the campaign 
last year, when he attacked Sen- 
ator Harry B. Hawes for his trip to 
Switzerland during the war to ac- 
company Mrs. Adolphus Busch to 
her family in St. Louis. The Hyde 
attack on Dawes was neatly turned 
by the Democrats to make it ap- 
pear as an affront to German citi- 
zents generally.

Newton, who is in Washington, 
will return to St. Louis early next 
week and then the petitions which 
have been circulated will be pre- 
sented to him, and shortly after 
that time an announcement of his 
decision may be expected.

U. S. Senator From Mis- 
souri Says Problems Are 
National and Must Be 
Solved by Government. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOBERLY, Mo., Sept. 20.—Riv- 
er navigation and conservation, as 
well as fl control, are national 
problems and must be solved by 
Congress, United States Senator 
Harry B. Hawes of St. Louis told 
the Northeast Missouri Chamber of 
Commerce here today. 

Senator Hawes announced he 
was preparing bills to meet the 
eeds. 


“I have,” he said, “interested a 
group of Missouri experts, legal 
and economic, who are co-operat- 
ing with me in the preparation of 
two constructive bills, one relat- 
ing to the river, the control of 
floods, navigation and conserva- 
tion; the other to the related sub- 
ject of relief for the drainage dis- 
tricts where private enterprize has 
failed and bankrupted those whe 
are engaged in it. | 

“At the proper time I shall 
make known the names of those 
who are co-operating Mm the prep- 
aration of these measures, and I 
feel fully satisfied that both bills 
will meet the approbation of the 
entire Missouri delegation, both 
Democrats and Republicans, and 
they will become known as the 
‘Missouri plan’.” 

More Than Local Problem. 
Hawes’ speech follows in part: 
“For many years we struggicd 

along in an aimless improvident 
way talking about good roads but 
building none. In thase days it was 
considered largely a county prob- 
lem, or at most a local probier. 
My interest in the subject was 
aroused by the necessity for roadg 
in St. Louis County. 

“We first tried the plan of local 
assessment and iocal building, It 
could not be done. Then the larger 
plan for a State bond issue for the 
county was tried. This experiment 
proved that it was neither @ local 
nor a county probiem, but a state- 
wide question. | therefore went to 
the Legislature @f Missouri to lay 
the plan for State construction. 

“The original*plan was for 3509 
miles, but was quickly followed hy 
the $60,000,000-bond issue which, 
with Federal aid, provided a fund 
of approximately $100,000,000 for 
7600 miles. 

“The building of our present 
system has created a demand for 
additional feeders to the bigzer 
highways and it will not be long 
before we will make another large 
investment in roads. Personally I 
know of nothing more profitabie 
to the State than improved high- 
ways. 

“When we turn to river trans- 
portation, ite development has been 
somewhat similar to that of road- 
building. but not with the same 
broad vision. 

“Early in our history the United 
States Government assumed juris- 
diction over all navigable streams. 
We cannot build a boat, a bridge, 
a dock, a dam, or a spiliway, with- 
out the permission of the Federal 
Government: And yet, year after 
year, we have attempted the im- 
possible, of local levee systems, 
local drainage systems, and levees — 
built by the state, with but slight 
co-operation from the National 
Governfiment.

While, as a 
thinker, Dr. Hart is identified with 
the school of “naturalistic em piri- 
cism,” headed by John Dewey, no 
one need fear that the author 
“highbrows” his reader. The vol- 
ume does not present a system of 
philosophy, and anyone who is 
bothered by the term, “naturalistic 
empiricism,’’ may forget about it. 

What Dr. Hart undertakes to 
do is to develop in the reader's 
mind a sense of the need of in- 
telligent direction through the 
tangle of facts and fragments of 
experience in which most of us 
are pretty thorouzhly lost, and to 
Suggest a general method for the 
evaluating and relating of such 
fragments. 

Since the volume does not pre- 
sent a system, but is wholly con- 
cerned with experimental method 


tion, it is impossible to state the 
author’s argument succinctly as one 
would state a thesis. The book 
must be read and pondered over 
with a genuine desire to under- 
stand the principles presented and 
illustrated. There is no dogma in 
the book to be accepted or reject- 
ed in keeping with one’s peculiar 
leanings. 

At the outset Dr. Hart makes a 
very important statement that will 
serve to indicate the general char- 
acter and purpose of the work. 
What is needed most, he points out, 
is not more facts to be learned, but

in the Coliseum the night of Oct. 6. 

The annual ballet or solo dance 
spectagle, usually presented before 
the arrival of the Prophet and his 
court, will be omitted this year, 
and the Prophet will arrive and be- 
gin his coronation ceremony that 
much earlier. The pageantry of 
the Prophet's entrance, and of the 
selection of the Queen, will be 
more elaborate than before, and 
when it is finished the dance wil 
be on. 

Spectacle dancing was introduced 
in past years, when the Prophet's 
parade and ball took place on the 
Same night, and when there was 
need for some means of entertain- 
ing the assemblage before the 
Prophet’s belated entrance.

For men, on the other 
hand, the purpose of evening dress 
is to make al! look as nearly alike 
as possible, and +o this end the 
regimentation will be strict.
